As to the selection of the successful 
city, the board members were naturally 
noncommittal. They asserted 
they would give out no intimation 
prior to the filing of their report about 
April 1 and had not even made up their 
own minds, nor would they attempt to 
do so before their trip to inspect 
western sites next month. 

Atianta Delegation Helps. 

Romans were aided in presenting 
their case and boosting their cause by 
an enthusiastic delegation of Atlan- 
tans, who shared honors with the nav- 
al officers at the Rotary luncheon this 
afternoon and accompanied the board 
to Atlanta tonight. The board will 
spend Thursday morning in Atlanta and 
will be taken by officers of the cham- 
ber of commerce for a drive about the 
city. The officers changed their sched- 
ule in order to see something of At- 
lanta and are pleased with this oppor- 
tunity. 

From 9:30 o’clock until noon the 
board members visited proposed sites 
for the plant. Three tracts, each of 
more than two hundred acres, acces- 
sible to railroads, street car and river, 
and well adapted for manufacturing 
purposes, were viewed. Rome’s city 
commission offers any one of these, 
or any other the board may desire, as 
a gift to the government in case the 
plant is located here. Engineer Baken- 
hus announced that any of the three 
sites met the government’s require- 
ments. 

Rome Schools Visited. 

During the morning, Shorter college 
and the Berry school were visited. 
At the latter three hundred sturdy 
lads, clad in overalls and working garb 
marched past the visitors to the strains 
of “Columbia,” played by the school 
band, causing Admiral Fletcher to an- 
mounce that he would like to have 
them in the navy. 

At the Rotary luncheon the visitors 
were welcomed by former Congress- 
man John W. Maddox, who greeted 
them not as an armor plant board, but 
as representatives of the navy. Judge 
Maddox assured them of Rome’s loyal- 
ty. Admiral Fletcher, Commander 
Clark and Lieutenant Commander 
Bakenhus each responded in appre- 
ciative term's. Short talks were made 
by Ivan Allen, of Atlanta; B. A. Tyler, 
of Dalton, and J. W. Hancock, of Ma- 
rietta, presidents of the chambers of 
commerce of the respective cities. 

At the hearing in the afternoon 
such points as ores, furnaces, 
hydro-electricity, freight rates, coal, 
labor conditions, housing, health 
and weather conditions were fully 
covered by expert witnesses. 

The hearing adjourned at 4:30, after 
assurances from the” board that the 
data submitted was complete and would 
be given careful consideration.

Following the announcement that the 


special council committee appointed to 
investigate the “pest house” and stock- 
ade had voted unanimously to recom- 
mend their removal to some other loca- 
tion, officials of the Fulton Bag and 
Cotton mills announced Wednesday 
that they would spend over $350,000 in 
improvements to their property. This 
sum will be spent in erecting 100 model 
homes for employees of the mill and in 
building a Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation plant, thus turning a vacant 
block into one of the most model com- 
munity centers in the south. 

It is believed that council will accept 
the report of the special committee and 
move the pesthouse and stockade in 
the near future.

Half the money to be spent will go 
to build a modern Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association plant. This will con- 
sist of three or four buildings ‘and will 
housé a gymnasium, a library, an au-

ditorium to seat 500 people, and a dor- 
mitory for young men. This plant will 
be erected on a vacant block owned by 
the company between East Fair street, 
Woodward avenue and Pearl street. 
That section of the block not used 
for the Y. M. C. A. will be turned into 
a recreation park and athletic field. 
Tennis courts, a baseball diamond, an 
outdoor gymnasium, a track and sand 
beds and swings for the youngsters will 
be provided. A landscape gardener ‘will 
be employed to superintend the work, 
and the completed park will be beau- 
tiful to the last detail. Trees and flow- 
ers will be planted and the place will 
be one of the show parks of the city. 
The model homes to be erected for 
employees of the company will have 


every improvement of a larger home. 
They will cost in the neighborhood of 
$2,900 each. An even hundred of these 
will be erected by the company. 

Architects are already working on the 
plans for the buildings to be erected, 
and building operations will begin when 
council announces that they will move 
the pesthouse. Officials of the company 
hope that this announcement will be 
made immediately, as they want to 
have the Young Men’s Christian asgso- 
ciation feature ready by fall.

AGREEMENT IS REACHED 
ON “BONE DRY” CLAUSE 


Conferees Finally Get To- 
gether on Postal Measure, 
and This Saves the Reed 
Amendment to Protect 
“Dry” States. 


Washington, February 28.—Prohibi- 
tion won a double victory in congress 
tonight when the house passed, 273 to 
137, the senate bill to make the na- 
tional capital dry and senate and house 
conferees on the postal appropriation 
bill unexpectedly announced an agree~ 
ment under which the Reed “boné 
dry” amendment is virtually assured 
of enactment. 

Hope of agreeing on the postal supply 
Measure had been abandoned by the 
conferees, who last night submidted a 
resolution to continue existing postal 
appropriations for another year. To- 
night, however, they got together on 
a report which includes the Reed 
amendment, prohibiting shipment of 
liquor into prohibition states, and 
which they expect to present in both 
houses tomorrow or Friday. The lead- 
ers thought tonight there was no 
doubt of its acceptance in senate and 
house. They are taking it for granted, 
too, that President Wilson will ap- 
prove both that and the District of 
Columbia prohibition bill. 


Hard Fight on District Bill. 


The district bill, which would become 
effective November 1, was brought to 
a vote after a stubborn opposition had 
delayed for several hours the final roll 
call which the leaders knew would 
mean passage. All day and until late 
in the evening they stood by their 
guns, exhausting every varliamentary 
expedient to ward off action and watch- 
ing for an opportunity to put the meas- 
ure into a position that would mean its 
failure with the expiration of the ses- 
sion Sunday.

Washington, February 28.—The Associated Press is enabled to reveal that/Ger- 
many in planning unrestricted submarine warfare and counting its consequences, 
proposed an alliance with Mexico and Japan to make war on the United States, if 
this country should not remain neutral. : 

Japan, through Mexican mediation, was to be urged to abandon her allies and 
join in the attack on the United States. 

Mexico, for her reward, was to receive general financial support from Germany, 
reconquer T'iexas, New Mexico and Arizona—lost provinces—and share in the vic- 
torious peace terms Germany contemplated. 

Details were left to German Minister von Eckhardt in Mexico City, who, by in- 
January 19, 
1917, was directed to propose the alliance with Mexico to Genera] Carranza and sug- 
gest that Mexico seek to bring Japan into the plot. 

These instructions were transmitted to Von Eckhardt through Count von Bern- 
storff, former German ambassador here, now on his way home to Germany under a

Proof of Plot Against United States 


A copy of Zimmermann’s instructions to Von Eckhardt, sent 
through Von Bernstorff, is in possession of the United States gov- 
ernment. It is as follows: 

“Berlin, January 19, 1917.—On the first of February we 
intend to begin submarine warfare unrestricted. In spite of 
this, it is our intention to endeavor to keep neutral the United 
States of America. 

“If this attempt is not successful, we propose an alliance 
on the following basis with Mexico: That we shall make war 
together, and together make peace. We shall give general 
financial support, and it is understood that Mexico is to recon- 
quer the lost territory in New Mexico, Texas and Arizona. The 
details are left to you for settlement. 

“You are instructed to inform the president of Mexico of 
the above, in the greatest confidence, as soon as it is certain 
that there will be an outbreak of war with the United States 
and suggest that the president of Mexico, on his own initiative, 
should communicate with Japan suggesting adherence at once 
to this plan; at the same time, offer to mediate between Ger- 
many and Japan. 

“Please call to the attention of the president of Mexico that 
the employment of ruthless submarine warfare now promises 
to compel England to make peace in a few months. 

— “(Signed) ZIMMERMAN.”

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LAFOLLETTE FIGHTS 
ARMED NEUTRALITY 


He Begins Single-Handled 
Filibuster in Senate After 
Midnight, But Finally Is 
Induced to Quit. 


Washington, March 1.—Senator La 
Follette began a single-handed fili- 
buster against the armed neutrality 
bill when the senate reconvened at 
12:55 o’clock this morning after a re- 
cess of ten minutes following passage 
of the revenue bill. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, sought unani- 
mous consent to dispense with parlia- 
mentary formalities in order,to get 
formally before the senate the armed 
neutrality measure reported by the 
committee, which would authorize the 
president to arm American ships and 
employ “other instrumentalities’ to 
protect American life and rights on 
the sea. 

Prompt objection came from Sena- 
tor La Follette, who insisted upon con- 
suming time, reading the journal of 
previous days over the vigorous objec- 
tion of Senators Fall and Poindexter, 
republicans, 

Finally the Wisconsin ‘senator was 
induced to withdraw his objection on 
condition that there should be no at- 
tempt to pass the bill before Friday. 
When democratic leaders agreed to 
this the committee presented the Dill 
with a favorable report and Senator 
Stone asked that it lay over until Fri- 
day. 

Then the senate adjourned until 10 
o’clock this morning (Thursday), the 
majority abandoning plans for taking 
up the naval appropriation Dill. 
There was no indication what would 
be the attitude of Senator La Follette 
when the bill comes before the senate 
for action. The democrats are taking 
it for granted that he will oppose it, but 
hope he will not undertake to force an 
extra session by a persastent filibuster. 
The democrats had no intention of 
trying to force the armed neutrality 
bill to a vote tonight, as it is desired 
that the house pass it first, because of 
the bond issue provision is contains. 
The house is expected to act under a 
special rule late today.

Washington, February 28.—Opposi- 
tion in congress to granting President 
Wilson authority to protect American 
rights and lives on sea began melting 
today and administration leaders con- 
fidently predicted action within an- 
other twenty-four hours. 

There were indications that many of 
the republicans of the senate, who, 
though favoring the steps proposed, 
insist that congress should be called 
in extra session, would vote for the 
measure requested by the _ president 
when the roll was called. The chief, 
if not the only, reason for uncertainty 
was found in the attitude of Senator 
La Follette, who has given indications 
of preparing for a single-handed fili- 
buster in the closing hours of the ses- 
sion. 

Details of the destruction of the 
Cunard liner Laconia published in the 
morning papers and telling of the suf- 
fering and death of an American moth- 
er and daughter among the passengers 
had its effect during the day. Mem- 
bers of the house and senate, whose 
communications had come largely from 
pacifists, began receiving telegrams 
from their constituents calling for 
vigorous action. 

Bill to Give Wilson Power. 
The house foreign affairs committee 
early in the day reported out the Flood 
bill authorizing the president to arm 
American ships, with - amendments 
eliminating the provision for the use 
of “other instrumentalities,” and add- 
ing a prohfbition against the insur- 
ance of munition ships by the govern- 
ment war risk bureau. A special rule 
to expedite passage of the measure 
was introduced by Chairman Flood, of 
the foreign affairs committee, who 
said he probably will press it tomor- 
row. It would provide for a vote not 
later than 4 o’clock p. m. 
As reported by the house committee 
the bill would read: 
“The president of the United States 
be, and is hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to supply merchant ships, the 
property of citizens of the United 
States and bearing registry of the 
United States, with defensive arms, and 
also with the necessary ammunition 
and means of making use of them in 
defense against unlawful attack; and 
that he be, and is hereby authorized 
and empowered to protect such ships 
and the citizens of the United States 
against unlawful attack while in their 
lawful and peaceful pursuits on the 
high seas.” 
The administration plan is to have 
the senate substitute for the house 
measure the bill reported by the senate 
committee and based upon a memoran- 
dum prepared by the president. In the 
form of a conference report the lead- 
ers anticipate no difficulty in having 
the house pass promptly the substitute. 
Former Secretary Bryan appeared at 
the capitol tonight while the house was 
debating the District of Columbia pro- 
hibition bill. It developed, however, 
that he had not come to support the 
efforts of the pacifist group, and in a 
general way indorsed President Wilson- 
son’s address to congress. 

Germany Holds U. 8S. Consuls. 
Another aggravating incident was 
added to the situation today by the re- 
ceipt of word from Germany that four 
American consuls were being held there 
because a German consul on his Way 
from the United States to Ecuador had 
been delayed in Cuba.

COST FIGURES GIVEN 


BY THE PAPERMAKERS 


Washington, February 28.—News 
print paper manufacturers who have 
proposed to the federal trade commis- 
sion that it fix prices for their product 
submitted to the commission today cost 
figures for their mills and asked that 
the price allowed permit them still to 
do business at a profit. Present costs, 
they declared, would mount during the 
year because of scarcity of wood and 
advancing labor prices. 

P. T. Dodge, head of the Interna- 
tional Paper company, said his con- 
cern at present was making news print 
at a far less profit than on other grades 
of paper. He in'sisted that last year’s 
rise in news print prices was due to 
rising costs and to an unusual demand. 
One of his mills, he said, was selling 
paper now on contract at a price ac- 
tually less than the cost of produc- 
tion. For years, he said, paper mills 
had made little money and prospects 
for the future were not bright because 
forests were disappearing. 

Mr. Dodge declared the International 
Paper company had no watered stock 
and that failure to pay dividends was 
due to the fact that the company had 
made no money. 

The manufacturers will be heard 
again tomorrow. Friday paper jobbers 
will appear before the commission to 
give their views as to fair and equi- 
table prices. The commission, it is 
understood, has come to no decision 
as to whether it will set a maximum 
price for all mills or fix a sliding scale, 
permitting mills with higher costs to 
charge higher prices for their output.

GERMANS FORCED 
70 YIELD VILLAGES 


TO BRITSH TROOPS 


Gommecourt and Two Oth- 

er Towns in the Somme 
Region Are Captured by 
Gen. Haig’s Forces. 


New York, February 28.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—On both sides of the 
Ancre river in France the British forces 
continue to make progress. North of 
the stream the important village of 


yommecourt and the village of Puis- 
ieux-au-Mont and trench systems near 
them have been captured, while south 
of the river the forces which previous- 
ly had taken Ligny pushed eastward 
and occupied Thilloy, about a mile 
southwest of Bapaume, and trench at 
Sailly-Sailliset. 

The capture of Gommecourt was 
followed by the driving of the British 
line a thousand yards northeast of 
that place. Whether the Germans of- 
fered resistance on any of these sec- 
tors is not stated by the British of- 
ficial communication. 

On the remainder of the front in 
France and Belgium minor attacks and 
artillery duels continue. Near Clery, 
Arras and Lens successful raids were 
carried out by the British and a Ger- 
man raid northeast of Amentieres was 
repulsed. 

Comparative quiet prevails in Russia 
and Galicia. Along the northwestern 
frontier of Rumania, in the Jacobeni- 
Kimpolung sector, the Teutons have 
captured several hill positions from 


the Russians ana taken more than 
1,300 men prisoner, Petrograd, in ad- 
mitting the loss of the positions, says 
that a counter attack gave the Rus- 
sians possession of one of the posi- 
tions. 

No notable changes in positions have 
taken place in either Autro-Italian or 
Macedonian theater, where small en- 
gagements and artillery duels continue 
to prevail. 


BANK OF FRANCE NAMED 
BY U. 5. RESERVE BOARD 


As Correspondent of Reserve 
Bank of New York—Step 
Looks to Eventualities. 


Washington, February 28.—The fed- 
eral reserve board today authorized 
the appointment of the Bank of France 
as correspondent of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York. Other re- 
serve bauks, it was announced, will 
be permitted to participate in the ar- 
rangement upon its establishment. 

Authority for the appointment was 
granted in pursuance of the board’s 
policy of extending the banking con- 


nections of the federal re’serve system 
throughout the world and was fore- 
shadowed by similar action taken in 
the case of the Bank of England last 
December. 

As the Bank of France, like the Bank 
of England, and the federal reserve 
system, are official governmental or- 
ganizations, the establishment of the 
proposed arrangement will link the 
financial] departments of the United 
States and France in an official ca- 
pacity for the first time. 

Today’s action is viewed as another 
step in the comprehensive program 
adopted by the board of strengthening 
the financial position of the United 
States for whatever the future may 
bring and particularly with a view to 
affording the financial machinery for 
extending American commerce after the 
war. The appointment of the Bank 
of France as correspondent, it is 
thought, will go far toward making 
more -certain the maintenance of the 
dollar as the standard of international 
exchange. ; 

In announcing its action the board 
issued a statement saying: 

‘This action is taken under the pro- 
visions of the federal reserve act, 
which authorizes any federal reserve 
bank, with the consent of the federal 
reserve board, to open and maintain 
banking accounts in foreign countries, 
appoint correspondents and establish 
agencies in such countries wheresoever 
it may deem best for the purpose of 
purchasing, selling and collecting bills 
of exchange, and to buy and sell, with 
or without its indorsement, through 
such correspondents or agencies, bills 
of exchange arising out of actual com- 
mercial transactions _ ae. ww 
open and maintain banking accounts 
for such foreign correspondents or 
agencies. 

“Other federal reserve banks may 
participate in the agency relationship 
with the Bank of France, when estab- 
lished, upon the same terms and con- 
ditions that will govern the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, if they so 
desire.”

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MAYOR SHOT TO DEATH 
IN FIGHT WITH ROBBERS 


One of Robbers Captured and 
$3,000 of the Money Taken 
From Bank Recovered. 


Monroe, La, February 28.—In a run- 
ning fight between @ posse and two 
bandits who robbed the Bank of Col- 
linston, La., at noon today, H. W. 
Vaughn, mayor of Colliston, was shot 
and killed. One of the bandits who 
was shot and slightly wounded during 
the fight was captured and rushed to 
the Morehouse parish jail at Bastrop, 
where he was placed under a guard to 
prevent threatened violence. A sack 
containing about $3,000 which the rob- 
bers had taken from the bank, was 
dropped during the chase and recovered 
by members of the posse. Qollinston is 
twenty miles north of here. 

The bandit who was captured tonight 
admitted he was “Shorty” Defts, an 
escaped convict from the Arkansas 
State penitentiary. Defts was bLrought 
here from Bastrop and late tonight, 
following his admission as to his iden- 
tity he was taken to Shreveport. 

Detts said his companion in the bank 
robbery was Charles Johnson. John- 
son was still at large late tonizht. 
The two men, according to Defts, ar- 
rived here yesterday from Fort Worth, 
Texas, and early today went to Collins- 
town, 20 miles north of here. 

Vaughn was killed, according to the 
authorities, after the capture of the 
first bandit and during an exchange 
of shots between the second bandit 
and the mayor. Vaughn, it was stated, 
was mounted on a fast horse and was 
far ahead of the other members of the 
posse. The horse on which the robber 
was mounted was shot and Vaughn 
dismounted when his pistol missed 
fire. The robber, the authorities stated, 
rushed close to Vaughn and shot him 
dead. He then secured Vaughn's horse 
and escaped. Most of the mounted mem- 
bers of the original posse at the time 
of the battle between the mayor and 
the second robber were taking the cap- 
tured bandit to Bastrop. 

More than a hundred armed and 
mounted men with bloodhounds tonight 
were scouring the country around Col- 
linston for the fugitive robber. A posse 
from here headed by the chief of po- 
lice left late today to assist in the 
search. 

J. C. Carter, cashier of the Bank of 
Collinston, and a negro, were alone 
shortly before noon when the two men 
entered the bank. Carter was forced 
to lie on the floor in a corner while 
one of the men placed all the money he 
could find, including nickels and dimes, 
in a sack. Both men then rushed to 
where several horses were hitched in 
front of a schoolhouse, mounted ‘and 
rode towards a swamp several miles 
from town. The alarm was quickly 
spread iby the cashier, however, and be- 
fore the men were out of sight a posse 
had been formed and was in chase. 


$37,500,000 INCREASE 
ORDERED TO ARMY BILL 


Washington, February 28.—An _in- 
crease of $37,500,000 to the army ap- 
propriation bill ‘was ordered today by 
the senate military affairs committee 
in completing revision of the measure 
which passed the house. As it will be 
reported to the senate the bill will 
carry $277,480,708, ten million dollars in 
excess of the amount carried in the ex- 
isting law. 

The bill was reported to the senate 
by Chairman Chamberlain. 

The principal increase in it is $13,- 
600,000 for clothing and camp and gar- 
rison equipment, making the total for 
this purpose $28,600,000. 

Other large increases ordered are 
tye for automatic machine rifles, 
1,000,000 for civilian military training, 
$1,350,000 for government manufacture 
of arms, $2,000,000 for army subsist- 
ence and $2,800,000 for the signal 
service.

BRITISH DRIV 
T0 TAKE BAGDAD 


Routed Turks Are Being 
Chased Up Tigris River. 
British Not Over 75 Miles 
From Bagdad. 


_— 


New York, February 28.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The British are rapidly 
pushing their way up the Tigris river 
towards Bagdad. 

Today’s official statement from Lon- 
don on the Tigris operations shows 
el-Amara, General Maude’s forces have 
pursued the Ottoman troops more than 


thirty miles west and northwest of 
Kut. This indicates an advance of 
some fifteen miles since the last re- 
port and places the British not more 
than 75 miles from Bagdad, their ob- 
that after forcing the Turks from Kut- 
jective.

In their first expedition, late in 1915, 
the British were within eighteen miles 
of Bagdad, but were forced to retreat 
to Kut-el-Amara aftr a defeat at Cte- 
siphon. Afterward General Townshend 
was hemmed in at Kut and surrendered 
last April. 

In the retreat from Ctesiphon the 
British were forced to surrender two 
gunboats. The Turks shortly afterward 
reported that one had been repaired 
and was being used against the British. 
The British official report of today an- 
nounces that one of the Jast gunboats, 
the Fire Fly, which is a 455-ton ves- 
sel, has been recaptured. The capture 
of one Turkish vessel and the destruc- 
tion of another is also reported.

FOR WASHINGTON

an adjournment, the filibusterers cen- 
tered their attention on an effort to 
add amendments that would throw it 
into conference and prevent enactment 
at this session. They made their last 
stand on an amendment that would 
have given the people of the district a 
referendum on the proposal and would 
have put into the measure a provision 
prohibiting importation of liquor for 
personal use. This was voted down 
171 to 232. Various other amendments 
were rejected by similar majorities. 

Debate on the measure had been lim- 
ited by the drastic rule under which it 
had been brought up, so that the usual 
dramatic features of filibustering strat- 
egy were replaced by long roll calls 
forced by the opposition on repeated 
motions to adjourn, points of no quo- 
rum, amendments and motions to give 
some other bill the right of way. Aft- 
er several hours the prohibition cham- 
pions despaired of passing at all the 
house bill reported from the District of 
Columbia committee with numerous 
amendments, and adopted a special rule 
substituting the senate Dill. 

Henry Fought for “Wets.” 

Chairman Henry, of the rules commit- 
tee, led the fight for the ‘‘wets.” He 
; succeeded in keeping the bill from com- 
jing up on the floor until after noon 
| by filibustering on a minor judgeship 
j}measure. He had a handful of other 
bills ready to bring up, when Represen- 
tative Harrison, another member of the 
rules committee, took the floor from 
him in behalf of the rule under which 
the dry bill framed by the district com- 
mittee was to be considered. 

Mr. Henry protested that undue haste 
should not be exercised in perfecting 
such an important measure, and Mr. 


Harrison replied: 

“We are willing to sit here with you 
gentlemen until the 4th of March, if 
necessary, in order to perfect this bill.” 

Cheers greeted this declaration and 
broke out intermittently during the 
long struggle that followed. 

A point of no quorum/by Represen- 
tative Coady, of Maryland, was fol- 
lowed by a rush of theAnti-prohibition 
representatives to absent themselves, 
and there was a long delay while the 
sergeant-at-arms was bringing them 
back. Then it developed that the fili- 
busters were ready to demand roll 
calls on a long list of amendments, 
with frequent roll calls on motions to 
adjourn interspersed, and the prohibi- 


tion leaders abandoned the committee 
bill and brought in the rule to substi- 


Zitute the senate measure. It was adopt- 


ed, 242 to 172, and a roll call on the 
bill itself soon was reached. 


Democrats Attacked. 


Representative Gallivan, of Massa- 
chusetts, made the final motion to re- 
commit the bill with instructions for a 
referendum vote and for a bone dry 
yrovision. He charged the democratic 
eaders with truckling to Representa- 
tive Randall, of California, the only 
prohibition member, because the lat- 
ter was one of the independent group 
who constitute the balance of power 
in the organization of the next house. 

“The gentleman from California,” he 
said, “has grown great since the poll 
was taken as to the political line-up 
of the next congress,’ he said. “He 
must have frightened the democratic 
leaders almost to death.” 

While voting was in progress in the 
house, William J. Bryan walked into 
the house press gallery, watched the 
proceedings for a while and then went 
down to the speaker’s lobby and talked 
with a number of friends among the 
members. 

“I was in on the killing,” he said, 
after the final vote. “Just say for me 
that I said ‘de-lighted.’ ’”’

German U-Boat Bases on Mexic Territory 

It gives new credence to persistent reports of submarine bases 
on Mexican territory in the Gulf of Mexico; it takes cognizance of 
a fact long recognized by American army chiefs, that if Japan ever 
undertook to invade the United States, it probably would be through 
Mexico, over the border and into the Mississippi valley to split the 
country in two. It recalls that Count von Bernstorff when handed 
his passports was very reluctant to return to Germany, but ex- 
pressed a preference for asylum in Cuba. It gives a new explanation 
to the repeated arrests on the border of men charged by American 
military authorities with being German intelligence agents. 

Last of all, it seems to show a connection with General Car- 
ranza’s recent proposal to neutrals that exports of food and muni- 
tions to the entente allies be cut off, and an intimation that he might 
Stop the supply of oil, so vital to the British navy, which is exported 
from the Tampico fields. : 

What congress will do and how members of congress who 
openly have sympathized with Germany in their opposition to cloth- 
ing the president with full authority to protect American rights will 
regard the revelation of Germany’s machinations to attack the 
United States is the subject tonight of keenest interest.

German Plotters in Central America 


No doubt exists here now that the persistent reports during 
the last two years of the operations of German agents not alone in 
Mexico but all through Central America and the West Indies are 
based on fact. There is now no doubt whatever that the proposed 
alliance with Mexico was known to high Mexican officials who are 
distinguished for their anti-Americanism. Among them are Ratael 
Zubaran. Carranza’s minister to Germany, and Luis Cabrera, Car- 


ranza’s minister of finance. 

It is apparent that the proposal had 
taken definite form when Zubaran re- 
turned to Mexico City from Berlin re- 
cently. His return from his foreign 
post was covered by the fact that Car- 
ranza had called in many of his diplo- 
mats for “conferences.” Some time 
before that Cabrera, while still at At- 
Jantic City in the conferences of the 
American-Mexican joint commission 
had suggested in a guarded way to a

GERMANS GOT: 
TO CARRANZA. 


Carranza’s peace proposal was open- 
ly pronounced an evidence of German 
influence in Mexico by officials here, 
who declared it was intended only to 
embarrass the United States. Then 
apparently some influences showed 
their effect on the course of the Mexi- 
can government, and on February 25 
Cabrera, the minister of finance, is- 
sued a statement describing the 
“amazement” of the Mexican govern- 
ment that the American newspapers 
should have interpreted General Car- 
ranza’s proposal to cut off exports of 
munitions as a suggestion that he 
might cut off shipments of British oil. 
They were, Cabrera declared, ‘entire- 
ly groundless,” and that feature of the 
situation ended. There was an intima- 
tion that Germany’s astounding pro- 
posal that Japan turn traitor to her 
allies was answered by Tokio. 

Count von Bernstorff’s connection 
with the plot, further than serving as 
the channel of communication, is in- 
tensified by the fact that the German 
embassy here was not merely the me- 
dium of delivering a message in this 
instance, but was really a sort of head- 
quarters for all the German missions 
in Central and South America. 

The German naval attache, Captain 
Boy-Ed, and the military attache, Cap- 
tain von Papen, whose recall was forc- 
ed ‘by the state department because of 
their military activities in this coun- 
try, also were accredited to Mexico, and 
between the outbreak of the war and 
their departure from this country 
made at least one visit there. 


GERMAN SEA RAIDERS 
HAD MEXICAN BASE. 


For months many naval officers here 
have believed that the mysterious Ger- 
man sea raiders of the South Atlantic 
must have found a base somewhere on 
the Mexican coast, and that such a 
base could not be maintained without 
the knowledge and consent of Mexi- 
can officials. Last November the Brit- 


ish charge at Mexico City presented 
to the Carranza foreign office a noti- 
fication that if it was discovered that 
Mexican neutrality thus had been vio- 
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tial to life.

GERMAN GUNNERS 
WITH CARRANZA. 


Reports of German machine guns 
and German gunners in the Carranza 
army also have been persistent, al- 
though the relative importance to the 
proposed alliance is not fully estab- 
lished. - It was recalled tonight, too, 
that last November, when the Mexican- 
American joint commission was mak- 
ing its futile efforts to adjust the dif- 
ficulties between the two countries, the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador at Mex- 
ico City, Count Kalman Kama VolkKan- 
ya, made a trip to the United States 
on what was described as a “secret 
mission. 

A suggestion interpreted by some 
officials as an indication that Germany 
might have made approaches to Mexico 
at that time was made by Cabrera, in 
an address at Philadelphia on Novem- 
ber 10. 

“The foes of the United States will 
certainly assume tobe friends of Mex- 
ico,” said Mr. Cabrera, “and will try 
to take advantage of any sort of re- 
sentment Mexico may have against 
the United States. Mexico, neverthe- 
less, understands that in case of a con- 
flict btween the United States and any 
other nation outside America, her at- 
titude must. be one of continental sol- 
idarity.” 

It has been an open secret that de- 
partment of justice agents in their in- 
vestigations of plots to violate Amer- 
ican neutrality by setting on foot 
armed expeditions in Mexico more than 
once have uncovered what appeared 
to be trails of the German _ secret 
service. 

A few days ago Fred Kaiser, sus- 
pected of being a German agent, was 
arrested at Nogales on charges brought 
under the neutrality statutes, depart- 
ment of justice agents declaring he 
had attempted to obtain military in- 
formation on the American side of 
the ibordér and had cultivated the so- 
ciety of American army officers with 
an apparent intention of promoting

GERMAN PLOT 
WIDESPREAD. 


Last July, when W. H. Schweibz, who 
claimed to be a former German army 
officer, escaped into Mexico at No- 
gales after arrest on similar charges, 
the deputy marshal who tried to follow 
him was stopped ‘by Mexican authori- 
ties, 

The full extent of the evidence of 
Germany’s plotting against the United 
States, gathered by the American se- 
cret service, may become known only 
according to the course of the future 
relations between the two countries. 
It is known that much evidence of the 
operations of the German embassy and 
persons who were responsible to it 
never has been permitted to come out, 


inflaming the public mind in the tense 
situation with Germany. The public 
amazement which a full exposition of 
the evidence in the hands of the gov- 
ernment would cause cannot be overes- 
timated. 

Only today the council of national 
defense created (by act of congress, is- 
sued an appeal to all Americans to 
show every consideration for aliens in 
this country. 

‘We call upon all citizens,” said the 
appeal, “if untoward events should 
come upon us, to present to these 
aliens, many of whom tomorrow will 
be Americans, an attitude of neither 
suspicion nor aggressiveness. We urge 
all Americans to meet these millions 
of foreign born with unchanged man- 
ner and with unprejudiced mind.”

Washington, February 28.—President 
Wilson has received the following ca- 
blegram from Austin Y. Hoy, whose 
mother and sister were lost when the 
Laconia was torpedoed without warn- 
ing by a German submarine: 

‘Tr am an American citizen, represent- 
ing the Sullivan Machinery company, of 
Chicago, living abroad not as an ex- 
patriate, but for the promotion of 
American trade.

My beloved 
mother and sister, passengers on the 
Laconia, have been foully murdered on 
the high seas. 

“As an American citizen outraged 
and as such fully within my rights, 
and as an American son and brother 
bereaved, I call upon my government to 
preserve its citizens’ self-respect and 
save Others of my countrymen from 
such deep grief as I now feel. I am 
of military age, able to fight. If my 
country can use me against these 
brutal assassins, I am at its call. If 
it stultifies my manhood and my na- 
tion’s by remaining passive under out- 
rage I shall seek a man’s chance under 
another flag.”

“Mrs. Hoy died in the arms of her 
daughter. Her body slipped off into the 
sea out of her daughter‘’s weakened 
arms. The heart-broken daughter suc- 
cumbed a few minutes afterwards and 
her body fell over the side of the boat 
as we were tossed by the huge waves. 

“In icy water up to her knees for two 
hours, the daughter all the time bravely 
supported her aged mother, uttering 
words of encouragement to her. From 
the start both were violently sea sick 
which, coupled with the cold and expos- 
ure, gradually wore down their cour- 
age. They were brave women.” 

Father Sargent continued: “The first 
to die in our boat was W. Irvine Rob- 
inson, of Toronto. After his body had 
been consigned to the sea we tossed 
about for an hour, getting more and 
more water until the gunwales were 
timost level with the sea. Then Mr. 
Ivatt, who was not physically strong, 
succumbed in the arms of his flancee, 
who was close beside him, trying in 
vain to keep him warm by throwing 
her wealth of hair about his neck. 

“Even after he died she refused to 
give him up, and although the addition- 
al weight made the situation more 
dangerous for us all we yielded to her 
pitiful pleading and allowed her to 
keep the body. It was taken aboard 
the rescuing patrol, from which it was 
buried. The burial aboard the patrol, 
at which I officiated, was a solemn 
and memorable ceremony. 

“The Hoys were next to pass away 
after Mr. Ivatt. Then a fireman died 
and later two others of the crew who 
were to too thinly clad to resist expos- 
ure.

GERMANY EXPECTS 
TO FIGHT ANERIC 


Berlin Says the German 
Mind Is Quite Prepared 
for a Declaration of War 
From Washington. 


Berlin, Tuesday, February 28.—(Via 
London.)—The prominence which 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
gave in his address to the reichstag 
today to discussion of relations with} 
the United States is regarded here a8| 
indicating his purpose to prepare ee 
German public for the eventuality 
which is looked forward to in many 
quarters. 

There was much confusion of opin- 
ions and prophecies on this point to- 
day on account of the continued ab- 
sence of authenticated newg from 
Washington, as well as the’ reports 
which are being received in regard 
to the state of public opinion in Amer- 
ica. The German press continues’ to 
serve up fragmentary but sensational 
bulletins indicating feverish war prep- 
arations in the United States. 

At this hour it may be said that a 
declaration of war from Washington 
would find the German mind quite pre- 
pared for it. Less of a ripple would 
be caused here than was occasioned by 
Rumania’s entrance into the war, and 
a final break with the United States 
would be likely to meet with stoical 
indifference so far as the public at 
large is concerned. 


There is no feeling that a crisis is 
at hand, but merely an ominous ten- 
sion which has been gathering intens- 
ity. The nation igs now pinning its 
faith to its U-boats. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
speech was received with great ap- 
plause by a crowded house. Almost 
every sentence he uttered, the Overseas 
News agency says, brought forth ex- 
pressions of approval and at the con- 
clusion of his address there was a 
demonstration on the part of the mem- 
bers of the reichstag and the specta- 
tors in the galleries. 

Almost all the diplomatic represen- 
tatives still in Berlin were present. 

Party Leaders Support Hollweg. 

When Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg had concluded his address in 
‘the reichstag speeches were made by 
the various party leaders. Dr. Veter 
Spahn, leader of the centre party, said: 

‘Our confidence in submarine warfare 
is firm as it represents the earliest 
possible termination of the war. The 
Geiman nation will continue in future 
as in the past to rest on the present 
monarchi«al basis and will adhere to 
the present constitution, 

‘The government’s”9 action in the 
matter of peace proposals has our en- 
tire support. The entente rulers set 
up proposals full of spite and hatred, 
risking their crowns and the iives of 
their subjects. 

“President Wilson’s peace suggestion 
was brushed aside by their statement 
of conditions, which was impossible of 
acceptance. We may reply that the 
German government in its peace offer 
made reservation providing for’. the 
freedom and development of our ‘'peo- 
ple. There was no reason to make 
known to the world in general the de- 
tails of our peace conditions. 

“The year’s balance has been un- 
favorable for our enemies, but they 
are not yet convinced of our invinci- 
The program for the future 
drawn up by Viscount Grey (the for- 
mer British foreign secretary), puts 
into the shade all plans ever conceived 
for world domination. Engiand, which 
pretends to have been drazged into 
the war against her will to protect 
small nations, now continues the war 
with the plan of enlarging he: terri- 
tories by one and one-half million 
square kilometers. 

“England is attempting to starve 
even the people in Germany who take 
no direct part in the fighting. Ameri- 
ca has protested against this, but she 
has refused to follow us. 

“With full appreciation of the se- 
riousness of the situation . we must 
hold on and conquer, whatever Presi- 
dent Wilson’s decision may be. The 
submarine weapon can only be fully 
utilized if unrestricted and_ serious 
damage to England is then certuin. 

“The order for unrestricted subma- 
rine warfare involves the question of 
the whole destiny of our empire. We 
wage submarine warfare not because 
we are in a desperate position, but be- 
cause we hope thereby to terminate the 
war quickly.

“China’s abandonment of neutrality 
is striking and can only be explained by 
pressure from the United States. The 
pope has most strictly observed neu- 
trality and continues so to do. 

“It is misleading for anybody to talk 
about our giving up our plans to all 
indemnity on the principle that every- 
body has to bear his own burden. This 
standpoint is not shared by the chan- 
cellor. (This remark was greeted with 
applause.) All damage and loss of 
property must be borne by the origi- 
nators of the war.”

Germany Wants Indemnity. 


Count von Westarp, the conservative 
leader, outlined his party’s ideas of 
peace terms, saying: 

“New sacrifices require new demands, 
new compensations. Sufficient war in- 
demnity must be collected to arm us 
against dangers of the future and to 
provide for resumption of economic 
competition. We must retain territory 
of economic value conquered with our 
blood. Courland and Livonia (Russia) 
offer ground for colonization, and a 


German population there will protect 
our interests on the Baltic. At Briey 
and Longwy (northern France) we can 
find useful coal and iron. The harbor 
at Antwerp we cannot do without, and 
with this in our hands the individuality 
of the Flemish population can also be 
protected. 


“The military safety of our frontiers 
must be attained, even if military and 
economic objections thereto exist. As 
in the east, our flank must be pro- 
tected. The high defensive and of- 
fensive value of the Flemish coast is 
obvious in the strengthening of our po- 
sition against England. Germany must 
be invincible.” 

Count von Westarp continued: 


“The refusal of our peace offer was 
a blow in the face of the German peo- 
ple. The entente declined in its decla- 
ration to President Wilson to be com- 
pared with us as human beings. The 
German people cannot stand such an 
insult to the honor of the Kaiser and 
his people. We are now employing our 
last fighting weapon with which Eng- 
land’s vital spot will be directly hit. 


United Behind Kaiser.

Employees of Ohio Steel 
Foundry Is Smashed by 
Freight Train. 


Lima, Ohio, February 28.—Seven 
dead and twelve injured in the hospi- 
tal, at least twoof whom will die, was 
the toll of an automobile accident here 
tonight. Twenty-two homeward-bound 
employees of the Ohio Steel Foundry 
were hurled through the air and be- 
neath train wheels when a Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton freight struck 
the bus in which they were riding 
home from work. 

Peter Dailey, owner and driver of 
the bus, was arrested on order of Cor- 
oner Hay. 

Three hours after the accident only 
three of the- dead had been positive- 
ly identified. . 

Four other bodies, so badly crushed 
that identification is almost impossi- 
ble, are in the morgues. 

Bailey, the driver, the only man in 
the bus to escape with slight injuries, 
was unable to explain the accident. 

Eye-witnesses say he was driving 
south on a road paralleling the track 
and in the same direction with the 
train. He speeded up, they declare, 
and attempted to cross. the tracks 
ahead of the fast freight. The bus 
was struck squarely in the side, and its 
passengers scattered over a radius of 
150 feet. 

Seven bodies were gathered up, an 
arm here and a leg there, and removed 
to downtown morgues. Twelve of the 
more seriously injured were rushed to 
a hospital. 


CONDITIONS IMPROVE 
IN THE CAR SITUATION 


There Are More Cars and the 
Congestion Is Reported 
Decreasing. 


Washington, February 28.—Measur- 
able improvement in the transporta- 
tion conditions of the country, with 
respect to car shortage and congestion 
were reported today from every sec- 
tion, according to announcement made 
tonight by the car service commission 
of the American Railway association. 
The situation at Chicago, it was said, 
had been further relieved. 

Congestion at gulf ports decreased 
during the first two weeks of Febru- 
ary, it was reported, by approximately 
18 per cent, the total accumulations 
being 6,072 cars February 15, as com- 
pared with 7,327 cars February 1. A 
further decrease is reported to have oc- 


curred since February 15. Seaboard 
Air Line railway reported that it had 
available 1,000 empty box cars, which 
it was placing at the disposal of the 
Southern, the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis and the Louisville and 
Nashville railways for the use of ship- 
pers on those lines. 

Representatives of the Southern, the 
Seaboard Air Line and. the Atlantic 
Coast Line railways gave notice that 
the needs of southern fertilizer inter- 
ests would be met at once and a 
threatened tie-up of the industry thus 
averted. 

The commission sent letters to every 
railroad in the country bringing to 
their attention the recent request of 
inedependent oil interests in the middle 
west and elsewhere that in enforcing 
embargoes the railroads classify petro- 
leum in tank carsas fuel Noaction was 
recommended by the commission, 
decision being left to the discretion of 
the various railroads. . The oil inter- 
ests informed the commission that the 
business of many users of oil as fuel 
would be seriously affected if their 
supply were made unavailable by em- 
bargoes against the shipment of com- 
modities other than foodstuffs and coal.

GOLD IN THE BACK YARD. 

Collier’s Weekly reduces the _ kitchen 
garden to a cold, matter-of-fact, dollars-and- 
cents, and it 
characterizes garden-making “digging up 
the gold that is in your back yard.” 

“The high cost of living,” it says— 


“ie not a broker’s security; it doesn't 
come down because of any divulged or 
undivulged information, and the threat- 
ened scarcity of farm labor next sum- 
mer will not cheapen anybody’s garden 
truck. The outlook is for food prices as 
high as last year's, or higher, and that 
means good value in any edible items 
that you can grow. Most of us can be 
shareholders in the seasons if we will, 
and so get to participate in nature's an- 
nual distribution of real profits.” 


profit-sharing proposition, 


The value of the back-yard garden has 


been officially recognized by every one of 
the warring countries of Europe, hard put 
to it as they have been during the last two 
seasons to supply the food deficiences 
caused by the interruption of imports, the 
conversion of crop fields into battle terrain 
and the withdrawal of farmers from the 
farms to the trenches. Germany was able to 
weather through the last trying year largely 
due to the fact that, by imperial order, its 
back lots and lawns were tilled by the 
women, children and old men and made to 
produce food for man and beast. 
Practically all of the combatant govern- 
ments, as Collier’s points out, have issued 
official plans and specifications for kitchen 
gardens “designed to produce the maximum 
addition to food supply at the lowest cost 
in time and money,” and the British au- 
thorities have expressed the belief that 
about $150 per acre per year can be pro- 
duced from back yards “intelligently farmed 
in off hours.” 
Collier’s then goes on to argue that— 
from the economic point of view there is 
a double saving here since this kitchen 
truck, when grown, is already distributed 
for use—no icing, no freight, no delivery 
charges. The hygiene experts are much 
impressed with the gain in health that 
must accrue to factory and other indoor 
workers from such hours of pleasant 
activity in the open. There are many

AFTER MORE GOOD ROADS. 


With a highway system and roads de- 
velopment already above the average for a 
state, Oregon is eager for more of a good 
thing, and its legislature has just passed a 
bill submitting to popular referendum a pro- 
posal to increase the bonded indebtedness of 
the state by $6,000,000 for added highway 
improvement. 

The bill carried through both branches 
of the legislature by an overwhelming vote, 
and its friends have no fear of the bond 
issue's failing when the voters of the state 
get a chance to record their will, which will 
be next June. 

The plan is to devote the $6,000,000 
largely to the construction of hard-surface 
roads. and it should go far toward bringing 
the highway system of that state up to the 
mode! standard of that of California, whose 
highways have done perhaps more than any 
Other one factor in bringing its resources 
up to their present splendid state of devel- 
opment. 

The financial features of the bond issue 
bill just passed, evidently worked out after 
much thought and careful deliberation, are 
worthy of more than passing notice, be- 
cause Oregonians are not supernatural be- 
ings, and what they or Oregon can do, any 
other people or state can do. And Oregon

Put briefly, it is proposed by the act to 
convert the state revenues derived from

the $6,000,000 bond issue. 

Under a detailed plan of amortization 
the bonds will be systematically and auto- 
matically retired through twenty-five years, 
without a dollar of added burden’s having 
been imposed upon the taxpayers of the 
state. 

Oregon, Washington, California—in fact, 
the states of the western region generally— 
once shrank from the thought of great ex- 
penditures for highway improvement; but 
they realized in the course of time that be- 
cause of that fact their development was 
being retarded and they were “getting no- 
where.” Today they realize another thing: 
That ‘the tremendous advancement they 
have made since adopting a more liberal 
policy toward road investments, and the 
rapid development of their landed, timbered, 
mineral and other resources, have been 
largely commensurate with, and _attrib- 
utable largely to, the development of their 
highway systems. , 

Consequently, taxation for the highway 
fund is not the bogey today that it once was. 

The people of the west realize, just as 
the people of the south will one of these 
days, that public money could not be spent 
more advantageously to the public than in 
Sane, economical, judicious, efficient high- 
way improvement. 


TO HASTEN VOTE COUNTING. 


West Virginia has followed the lead of 
Kansas and adopted the “double election 
board” plan for the facilitating of the count- 
ing of ballots at all popular elections; and 
if the rest of the states will fall into line— 
as they have plenty of time to do before 
the next “presidential year’’—a source of 


great national embarrassment and of possi- 
ble corruption will be removed. 

It was noted upon election day last 
November that, the difference in time con- 
sidered, final returns were announced from 
Kansas several hours earlier than from any 
other state. This fact was commented upon 


subsequent to the last previous presidential 
election, had adopted what it called the 
“double election board” plan. 

Briefly stated, under that plan national 
and state tickets are printed upon one bal- 
lot, and the district, county and township 
tickets upon another; and at each voting 
precinct five separate ballot boxes are pro- 
vided—two boxes in duplicate for the na- 
tional and state ballots. Then there are two 
boards of election officers, one known as 
the “receiving board,’ to receive ballots 
and guard their placement in the boxes, and 
the other the “counting board,” whose sole 
duty it is to count the ballots. 

This counting process begins a few 

hours after the opening of the polls, the na- 
tional and state ballot boxes being removed 
from their places and the duplicate set sub- 
stituted. As soon as the contents of the 
first set of boxes are counted, these boxes 
are in turn substituted for the ones in use 
while the counting process is going on, and 
thus throughout the day the boxes are being 
alternated and the counting is going on un- 
der this relay process, to the end that very 
shortly after the polls are closed the result 
of the voting is known. The counting is 
done, of course, under necessary precau- 
tions to insure secrecy until the polls are 
closed, and there is equal safeguard against 
possible corruption as under the old system. 
The only difference is in the saving of time 
while an entire state and. the nation is 
standing on tiptoe eager to know ‘the out- 
come. 
The system worked so well in Kansas 
that a newspaper man-legislator, named 
James W, Wier, proposed it to the West 
Virginia legislature, and it was adopted by 
that kody with little opposition. About the 
only objection raised against the Wier bill 
was the ill-founded one that a double elec- 
tion board would mean double election ex- 
pense. This, however, was easily dissipated 
when Mr. Wier pointed out that it is ag in- 
expensive to work two sets of men one day 
as one set of men two days. And in arguing 
for his measure he declared that the major- 
ity of clerical and mechanical handicaps of 
electicn reporting belong to the days of 
stage-coach mail delivery, and have no place 
in the day of the telephone and wireless 
telgraph. 

And he is right. 

All will remember that following the 
election last November 7 it was a week 
before the country knew positively how 
West Virginia, for instance, had voted, and 
it was six weeks before the exact figures 
were compiled and published. The same 
was true of Minnesota, of California, and 
almost equally so of New Hampshire, South 
Dakota and a few other “doubtful” states. 
For a week the election of president hinged 
upon the votes of California and Minnesota; 
whereas, every vote should have been 
counted and the results announced within 
two hours after the closing of the polls. 

The slow, cumbersome, dilatory system 
now generally in vogue permits of no end of 
corruption and ballot-box juggling, and the 
change made by Kansas and West Virginia 
is in the direction of genuine reform to a 
practical and an eminently worthy end.

Following the publication in Wednesday’s

BELL UPHELD IN NAMING 
RECEIVER FOR’ ASSETS 
OF NEGRO ODD FELLOWS 


In an opinion handed down yesterday, 
the supreme court sustained the action of 
Judge Bell in appointing a received for the 
$60,000. assets of the Negro Odd Fellows of 
Georgia. 

The case, which was in the nature of an 
equity petition, entitled Daniel et. al. vs. Jones 
et. al, grew out of a squabble among the 
50,000 members of the order in Georgia which 
resulted in the removal of certain of the 
state officers and the cancellation of the 
state charter by the national officials of the 
fraternity in Philadelphia. 

Judge Bell held that the case was one for 
the intervention of an equity court and ap- 
pointed J. A. Branch, an Atlanta attorney, 
receiver, to assume control of the assets. 
The question of jurisdiction was raised in 
the court of review and an effort made to 
have State Insurance Commissioner William 
A. Wright take charge and administer the 
assets under the insurance laws. 

The original petition was brought by Al- 
fred D. Jones as holder of a death benefit 
certificate of $500 in the Odd Fellows andi 
$200 in the subsidiary order of the Household 
of Ruth. 

The supreme court held that the with- 


drawal of the charter by the national order 
at Philadelphia did not have. the effect of 
severing all connection between the Order of 
Odd Fellows in Georgia under its private char- 
ter and the private corporation chartered by 
the Fulton superior court.

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SOUTHERN MUST PAY 
CRAWFORD TAX LEVY 


The supreme court yesterday sustained In 
its main features the 1915 tax levy of Craw- 
ford county, which was contested by the 
Southern railroad. The railroad refused to 
pay the tax and an execution was issued by 
the sheriff against their station at Roberts, 
Ga. It filed an illegality to the execution 
basing it upon the allegation that the coun- 
ty commissioners had levied a tax to pay a 
debt to be incurred without submitting the 
question to the people. 

The court held that “where a county was 
without funds to carry on its affairs, liabil- 
ity for legitimate current items of expense 
might be incurred, provided that at the time 
of the incurrence of the liability a sufficient 
sum can be lawfully raised by taxation: dur- 
ing the current year.” 

The county had used a large part of the 
A914 levy to pay expenses of its chaingang 
working on the roads in which it was in ar- 
rears and the commissioners were compelled 
to borrow money in anticipation of the 1915 
levy. 


10-PARTY-TICKET RATE

Candia, the Rome of Crete, 
Noted for the Number of 
Its Religious Institutions | 


“The prosperity and importance of the 
Cretan port of Candia was so preponderant 
during the occupancy cf the Mediterranean 
island by the Venetinns that the whole prov- 
ince assumed the name of the city and even 
today most charts and maps label the land 
‘Crete or Candia’,” says a war geography 
bulletin of the National Geographic society 
describing the former capital of Greece's 
largest insular possession. 

“Today Candia, near the center of the 
northern shore of the island, is second in 
importance to the new capital, Canea, near 
the western extremity. The larger city en- 
joys the advantage of proximity to Suda 
Bay, the only deep water harbor of the is- 
land, but in historical and legendary asgo- 
ciations Candia ranks with Rome, Athens, 
Babylon, Memphis, Tyre and Sidon, owing 
to the adjacent ruins of the great Minoan 
capital of Knossos (Cnossus) where evi- 
dences of an astonishing civilization, exist- 
ing nearly two thousand years before the 
cribed in a recent National Geographic 
society: bulletin. 

“The present city was founded by Saracen 
pirates who wrested the island from the 
Byzantine emperors early in the ninth cen- 
tury. They named the new town Khandax, 
from which Candia is derived. On many 
maps the town is calied Megalokastron 
(Great Fortress). 

Great Number of Religious Edifices. 

“One of the striking features of Candia 
is the number of religious edifices of which 
it boasts. With less than 26,000 inhabitants 
it has numerous synagogues, Greek churches, 
a cathedral and fourteen mosques. The met- 
ropolitan of Crete resides here. One of the 


institutions of which the city is justly proud 
is the museum containing priceless anti- 
quities taken from the ruins of Knossua 
bo gig and gether vanished Cretan strong- 
olds. 

“The fortifications which surround Candia 
were begun by the Genoese in the twelfth 
century and greatly strengthened by the 
Venetians during four succeeding centuries, 
but walls of stone were unable to resist 
the prolonged siege which the Turks con- 
ducted in the seventeenth century, even 
though the defense of the city by the re- 
nowned Venetian admiral Francesco Moro- 
sini furnishes one of the most stirring pages 
in the history of Crete. This great captain, 
one of the most distinguished of his age, 
was a member of a noble family which furn- 
ished many doges to the powerful republic. 
For eighteen months he and his followers 
performed prodigies of valor in an effort 
to drive off a vastly superior Investing force 
of Turks under the vizier Ahmed Kuprili, 
but after sustaining 30,000 casualties, killed 
and wounded, Morosini capitulated in order to 
save the surviving inhabitants. For this 
surrender he was court-marialed but was 
very properly exonerated of all blame and 
lived to redeem the prestige of Venice abroad 
by conquering Athens and all Peloonnesus, 
in recognition of which he was jubilantly 
acclaimed by the Italian populace and re- 
ceived the title of ‘Peloponnesiaca.’ 


Turkish Rule in Crete. 


“Turkish rule over Crete wag not an 
unmitigated misfortune. In fact, during the 
second quarter of the nineteenth century a 
wise and just Albanian pasha, Gustafa, one 
of the most brillant statesmen of his time, 
gave the island its ‘golden age’. He encour- 
aged agriculture, improved the roads, in- 


troduced an Albanian police force and suc- 
ceeded*in stamping out one of the curses of 
the country—brigandage. Durin his re- 
gime the harbor of Candia, which had be- 
come choked with silt, was deepened go that 
it could accommodate vessels of light draft, 
such as frequented it Juring the heydey of 
Venetian suprem‘(cy. 

“Candia exports quantities of olfve-oil 
soap manufactured in the vicinity, and algo 
has a moderately flourishing trade in dried 
raisins, wine, almonds, and silk cocoons. 

“One of the relics of Venetian ocecupa- 
tion is the aquduct, built in 1627, which te 
withstood the ravages of time so guccess- 
fully that it still supplies the city with 
much of its water. 

“One of the gruesome sights which form- 
erly aroused the keen pity of tourists was 
a colony of lepers, perhaps 70 familieg, which 
clustered in diseased squalor about gt.

$6,000,000 TAX ASKED 
ON HETTY GREEN ESTATE 


New York, February 28.—In New 
York state’s fight to prove that Mrs. | 
Hetty Green, rated one of the world’s 
richest women, was a resident of this 
state so that it can collect a $6,000,090 
transfer tax on her $170,000,000 estate, 
it was brought out in the surrogates 
court here today that four states claim 
her citizenship.

$6,500,000 RAISED 
BY EPISCOPALIANS 
TO PENSION CLERGY 


New York, February 28.—The Prot- 
estant Episcopal church's pension fund 
providing for the pensioning of aged 
clergymen, their widows and orphans, 
becomes effective tomorrow, Bishop 
Lawrence, of Massachusetts, announc- 
ed tonight. 

“It will be at least two weeks before 
a final statement can be made as to 
the amount raised,’ said Bishop Law- 
rence, “but it is possible to announce 
that at least $6,500,000 has been sub- 
scribed.” 

This amount, the bishop said, will 
make it possible for the fund to as- 
sume the obligations of the general 
clergy relief fund. today consolidat- 
ed with the church pension fund. 

The newly created pension system 
provided that every active clergyman 
of the Episcopal church upon reaching 
the age of 68 will be eligible to re- 
tirément on a minimum pension of $600 
@ year. Widows will receive one- 
half the sum to which their husbands 
would have been entitled and allow- 
ances will be made to all dependent 
orphans of deceased clergymen at the

This device consists of a divided man- 
ifold and two exhaust lines with *wo 
mufflers having independent outlets, 
and is designed to eliminate the one In- 
herent defect of all multiple cylinder | 
engines from the four on up to the 
twelve. This inherent defect is the 
overlapping of the exhausts which pro- 
duce back pressure and the trapping of 
burned gas in the motor. 

The three gréat problems in gas en- 
gineering are rapid loading, rapid fir- 
ing and rapid unloading of the motor. 
The carbureter takes care of the load- 
ing, the ignition device of the firing 
and the manifold and exhaust line the 
unloading.

Within 
these dimen’sions there are three sep- 
arate battery cells, each cell contain- 
ing about fifteen plates and each plate 
being about 6 inches square. 

One of the power company's bat- 
teries is made up of a total of 144 cells. 
The top of each cell stands about 0 
feet above the floor. 


Each cell is about 
2 feet long by 2 feet wide and contains 
55 plates, each plate being 30 inches 
by 15 inches wide. 

There is enough room inside of one 
of these big cells to accommodate 25 
automobile batteries, without crowding. 

There is enough power stored in one 
of these big batteries to light the head- 


lichts, sidelights and taillights of 13,000 | 


automobiles for one hour. 

These big batteries 
and installed by the Electric Storage 
Rattery company, manufacturers of the 
famous “Exide” battery for automobile 
starting and lighting. In design and 
construction these batteries, in fact, the 
automobile battery, is simply a baby 
brother of the big, powerful ‘“Stand-

CONFESSES TO MURDER 
OF SAVANNAH WOMEN 


Two Arrested in Texas—Hus- 
band of One Victim Im- 
prisoned for Crime. 


Fl Paso, Texas, February 28.—Two 
men are being held here by the police 
in connection with a double murder in 
Savannah, Ga., in 1907. One, who gave 
the name of J. B. Bradley, made a con- 
fession to the police, it was said, de- 
claring he and a man named Frank 
Hardin had killed two white women 
in Savannah while attempting to rob 
their house. 

A man giving the name of Frank 
Harwell was also arrested here today 
in conection with the case and is be- 
ing held for Savannah officers. Ac- 
cording to Bradley's confession, he and 
Hardin went to a house at the corner 
of Montgomery and Perry streets in 
Savannah with the intention of rob- 
bing the house. Bradley stated in his 
confession that a young woman ap- 
peared downstairs and added: 

“I hit her with an iron bar, but did 
not think I hit her hard enough to 
kill her.”’ 

He said Hardin went upstairs, and, 


upon his return, said: “I had to croak 
—— bes dame’ upstairs.”’

had been killed, but he knew nothing 
of that crime. 


Savannah, Ga., February 28.—dMrs. 
Maggie Hunter, Mrs. Eliza Gribble and 
Mrs. Carrie Orlander, three ‘women, 
were killed in a house on the corner 
of Perry and Montgomery streets, De- 
cember 10, 1909. This is the murder 
to which J. B. Bradley, alias Garvin, 
confesses in El Paso, Texas. The au- 
thorities do not attach much impor- 
tance to the alleged confession as 
Bradley places the time. of the com- 
mission of the crime late in the after- 
noon, when it took place not later than 
1:30 o'clock. Solicitor General Har- 
tridge has started an investigation and 
if he thinks it advisable will bring 
Bradley back. 

J. C. Hunter, husband of one of the 
women, who was convicted of murder, 
is now 6erving a life sentence in the 
Georgia penitentiary. According to 
the local police no killings except 
those in 1909 have occurred in Savan- 
nah that might fit the alleged confes- 
sion made by J. B. Bradley in El Paso. 


THAW NOW PHYSICAL 
AND MENTAL WRECK 


Philadelphia, February 28.—Harry K. 
Thaw is a physical and mental wreck, 
according to a report made today to 
Captain of Detectives Tate, by Dr. 
John Wanamaker III., a police sur- 
geon, who was present yesterday when 
New York alienists examined Thaw. Dr. 
Wanamaker said that it would be im- 
possible to remove him at present. 
Thaw was taken to the hospital seven 
weeks ago when he cut hi's throat while 
police were searching for him on a 
warrant charging him with beating a 
Kansas City boy in a New York hotel. 
The Thaw family today was com- 
pleting its plans for the lunacy pro- 
ceedings instituted by Thaw’s mother 
last Monday. The first hearing before 
the sheriff's jury will be held March 1.

FROM NEW YORK PEOPLE 


New York, February 28.—Income tax 
collections in the second, or down- 
town district of this city are expected 
to amount to $66,000,000 for this year, 
it was stated today by the internal 
revenue collector.
